situation that is affecting the various’ 
southen states We all know that the! 
years of 1952 and 1953 were very dry.’ 
As a result of this drought, the water 
tables of farm land and urban areas 
were seriously affected. It was men- 
tioned that we should secure Federal 


Aid and build huge reservoirs or 


even engage in artificial rainmaking. 


However, a geologist, Mr. Edward L. 
Clark, explained that the water table. 
which is the underground water su- 
ply, is constantly getting lower 
throughout the nation. The only way to 
bring it up is to use surface treatment 
over the whole watershed to produce 
an insoak of rain and snow water and 
start it seeping into the geologic lay-- 
ers that carry and store water. 

This is common sense. 

On wooded lands, suct as our wood- 


lots and the large forests of the state, 


the wate table is much higher than 
avywhere else. Whenever the rain 
hits the cover on the ground it is 
soaked up and stored to be used when! 
we need it. On certain managed for- 
sst lands, lands ti.at had been under 
good forest management for 15 years, 
where it had been safeguarded from 
fire and overgrazing, it was noted that 
the insoak in a good rain wed as much 
as ewa inches in one minute.
